It has a total of 
3,300,000 members, according to the lat- 
est and most reliable figures, of whom 
a certain proportion are Canadian 
workmen, and there are in the United 
States alone, not counting Canada, 42,- 
000,000 wage earners. The boast of this 
organization, therefore, to be the “voice 
of labor” is an empty one. : 
The other is that the “rights” this or- 
ganization asserts do not look so pretty 
when they are set out in plain terms as 
when they are referred to in very gen- 
eral phrases. The practices which the 
American Federation of Labor wishes to 
continue, and with which the courts 
now interfere, are the breaking of con- 
tracts, the sympathetic strike which in- 
volves in a dispute persons not parties 
to it, picketing which involves “enter- 
tainment committees” armed with brass 
knuckles and blackjacks, riot, sabotage, 
the strike on the job and a whole sheaf 
of other illegal acts which are the in- 
variable concomitants of a strike. No 
court in modern times has ever inter- 
fered with the right to strike, which is 


the right to refuse to work for an em- |} 


ployer who does not offer wages or con- 


- | ditions of employment which are deemed 


satisfactory. It is only the obnoxious 
features of strikes that are forbidden by 
injunction.

Los Angeles has a market for a vast 
amount of Latin-American products, su- 
gar, coffee, cacao, meat and minerals as 
well as manufactured goods, and yet 
only a small proportion of Latin-Ameri- 
can exports come to this port, $8,233,000 
in the last fiscal year out of total na- 
tional imports of more than $1,000,000,- 
000. Lack of shipping and lack of ex- 
ploitation are the two explanations for 
this discrepancy. The people of Los An- 
geles need to be educated in what Latin 
America has to offer; when goods are to 
be sent here ships will be found to carry 
them, provided the current is started 
flowing. A flourishing import trade will 
of course stimulate exports. 

The Chamber of Commerce will do 
well to follow President Eastman’s ad- 
vice and seek means of developing this 
mutually profitable business. : 


ORE STEEL FIGURES 

During 1926 there were consumed 
on the Pacific Coast 2,800,000 tons of 
steel products, of which only 350,000 tons 
were supplied by Pacific Coast mills. 
This means that 2,450,000 tons were im- 
ported from Eastern States and from 
foreign countries. 

Yet at Los Angeles’ back door are 
mountains of iron ore and other moun- 
tains of coal and limestone, lying at 
present unused. 

Figures compiled by William H. Tay- 
lor, an engineer who has gone into the 
subject at considerable cost of time and 
money, indicate that steel can be pro- 
duced here in competition with eastern 
and foreign mills at an advantage of 
$13.72 per ton, the difference being dué 
principally to the high freight rate on 
steel products. These figures are pred- 
icated on bringing coking coal from 
the mines of Utah; but the opening up 
of the San Juan basin mines might and 
undoubtedly would increase the differ- 
ential materially. 

Mr. Taylor’s figures on the basis of a 
plant at $120,000,000 indicate that such a 
plant would have earnings that would 
make both its stock and its bonds an 
attractive investment—about $16,000,000 
a year net, enough to meet interest and 
dividend requirements and lay up a 
substantial surplus. Whether these fig- 
‘ures are correct The Times is not pre- 
pared to say; but if they are they show 
that Los Angeles is overlooking a profit- 
able opportunity. 

In other words, Los Angeles appears 
to be a logical place for a big steel 
plant. Nothing appears to be lacking 
except someone to organize it and start 
it going.

The new type in which The Times 
is now printed is more than an effort on 
the part of this newspaper to improve its 
appearance. This consideration had 
weight, to be sure, but it would not have 
been decisive had The Times not been 
convinced that the change would add to 
its service to the public. 

In the days when newspapers were 
smaller and there was not only much 
less other reading matter than we now 
have, but less reading of what there was, 
type-face did not so much matter. But 
today everybody’s eyes are used so much 
that the imposition of unnecessary strain 
upon them becomes serious, and selec- 
tion of a type face of the greatest legi- 
bility is important. 

It is more important that newspapers 
render themselves easy to read than that 
other publications do so. A very large 
proportion—some estimates place it as 
high as 90 per cent—of the adult people 
of the United States customarily read 
little else than the daily papers and rely 
upon them entirely for the information 
necessary in their daily life. To aid 
these people in getting their needed in- 
formation more easily is, therefore, to 
perform a real service. 

The new type face was submitted for 
opinion to 3767 oculists, optometrists 
and other eye specialists.
